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Bluebell Time: Kew Gardens. It would 
be impossible in this restricted space to specify 
a tithe of the attraction of these wonderful 
gardens. From orchids and the rarest blooms ; 
palm trees and the Rafflesia, the largest flower'in the 
world ; rose gardens of haunting beauty and fragrance; 
down to wild flowers of every sort. Here we may 
catch a glimpse of Queen’s Cottage built by George 
III in 1770; its grounds a beautiful piece of unspoilt 
woodland carpeted with wild hyacinths in spring and 
affording sanctuary to a large number of birds. 
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
